This is perhaps a little off-topic unless you are going to put LED's 
into old radios :)

Just about any LED can be made to work, whatever you have handy. 


For those folks replacing miniature flange based lamps, such as #327, 
the dead bases make handy LED holders, I've used them in the past 
R-390A conversion. If you dremel out the innards of the lamp base and 
take a dremel to the flange on the LED body, a standard 5mm LED fits 
fine. For my use, I tack soldered the cathode to the inside of the 
base, 

brought the anode out the end, then filled the base with epoxy. When 
it cured, I used some tiny washers I had to made the center contact. 
Not as complex as it sounds, other than the epoxy cure time it took 
about 

ten minutes - cheaper and much brighter than what Chicago Miniature 
wants for their (in my case, 328) replacements. 


Sounds like a lot of trouble, but I had a lot of time on my hands, a 
bunch 
of LEDs and some dead bulbs.

Well, at least it isn't regulated by phase angle switching. 


But when it's charged, SCR2 is on all the time. That means 
that R4 is always across the transformer. It has a 2 watt 
rating in the parts list, while R1 has a 5 watt rating. It 
should also be 5 watts, since it uses about 3 watts to keep 
the charger warm. R1 and R2 could be 1 watt. 


I'd make R5 a 100 ohm pot and add a 680 ohm resistor below it. 
As shown, with an 11 volt zener, the range of adjustment is 
extreme. You want about 13.6 volts for float, depending on the 
battery type and temperature.

The Thor 6 seems to also have this 
problem. 


Example number 2 is virtually every Hammarlund HC-10 that I find no longer 
have the two factory adapters. 


Sure you can build your own (you gotta have the tube adapters). I always 
suspect the unit if they are not present. 


Finally, A Palco Bandit 65 appeared recently. The seller listed it as a 65 
watt CW, 50 watt phone transmitter. The pic I got showed a pitiful unit 
without the power supply/modulator! I asked but was told he looked all over 
but did not find the required second piece. 


Others write about removing mods from our old gear but this broils me far 
more!
